A DECADE OF SECURITY 
THRU GLOBAL 
AIR POWER 
Two Greater Air 
ientists, using a 
Navy ship for their transpor- 
tation, are currently conduc- 
ting the first tests ever 
made to obtain data on the 
atmosphere at high altitudes 
over artic waters, 

Scientists from the Air 
Force Cambridge Research 
Center are now aboard the 
U.S.S Rushmore in the north 
Atlantic, where they will 
supervise lanuchings of 
Nike-Cajun rockets to dis- 
cover properties of the arc- 
tic atmosphere at altitudes 
up to 100 miles above the 
earth. The work is for the 
Air Research and Develop- 
ment Command. 

The scientists findings will 
be of value to similar land 
based rocket launchings 
scheduled for the forthcom- 
ing International Geophysi- 
cal Year.

The Nike-Cajun is a rocket 
developed after several! 
years of research by “Air 
Force and Naval scientists.

“two-stage” principal for its 
launching. 

Thevfirst stage is a Nike 
booster, sfmilar to the rock- 
ets used for Air Defense on) 
the perimeters of American 
cities, The second stage 1s| 
the Cajun rocket, which was 
developed to give a more 
mobile, less-expensive upper 
air research vehicle. 

Both stages of the system 
use a solid-propellent fuel, | 
making the rockets much) 
easier to handle than those 
using Nauid fuel. 

A mobil launching plat- 
form, motnted on the deck! 
of the Rushmore, is used to 
send the research rockets to 
heights of around 100 miles. | 

Without the ship as a veh- 
{cle, tests of the artic atmos- 
phere at various latitudes 
would not be possible, be- 
cause there are no strings 
of land-based launching 
sites now in existance.
